Washington, Dec. S.—President Roosevelt transmitted to congress to- 


day his eighth annual message, tho last he will send to that body. 


The document is o£ much length, in common with those from the presi- 


Corporations, labor, the courts, natur- 
al resources, insular affairs, Internal matters, the army nnd the navy are 
the principle heads under which matters are discussed.

Decision to Evacuate the 


Republic Soon Has Been 


Abandoned. 


Washington, Dec. 8.—A change has 


taken place in the program of the ad- 
ministration for the withdrawal of the 
American troops from Cuba. Instead 
of the movement terminating January 
28, when the new president is to be 
inaugurated, as heretofore announced 
by Secretary Wright, the withdrawal 
will be more gradual and according to 
the present program will 
run- into 


April. 


The change in the policy of the ad- 


ministration was announced 
today 


after the cabinet meeting. According 
to this program American troops, will 
be available for service in the islands 
during the transition from the provi- 
sional to the regular government and 
for a reasonable time 
subseqneent 


thereto, so that if disorders arise they 
will be on 
hand 
for 
duty. 
This 


change, it is said, is entirely agreeable 
to the Cuban authorities who are com- 
ing into office. 
One transport will be 


used in bringing the troops back to 
the United States and they will be 
landed at such ports as may be most 
convenient, for them to reach the sta- 
tions to which they may be assigned. 
The first of the troops will sail from 
the island January 1.

For many years Salem Bashara was 


an unique figure iu Fort Wayne. He 
was born in Beynith, Syria, and came 
to Fort Wayne twenty years ago with 
the earliest Syrian colonization of tlic 
city. Establishing himself as a dealer 
in oriental goods and notions, Bashara 
supplied stock to a score or more of 
his itinerant, countrymen who, with 
packs on their bac.ks, made their way 
II'I-MK. tho country selling the mer- 
!:",ulise. 
Bashara was thrifty and 


*.-uniess prospered. 
Other Syrians 


dime into ttys section, and at one 
time Bashara was supplying half a, 
hundred -or more of his countrymen 
with the merchandise which they in 
turn retailed about the country. Few 
of them had funds, and Bashara ex- 
tended credit until the goods were 
sold,--when- his followers-, came -into 
Fort Wayne to pay for the old stock 
and to secure new stores of goods. 


Was Colony Autocrat. 


Bashara possessed much native in- 


telligence, quickly . grasped a knowl- 
edge of American language and Amer- 
ican ways and in a short time was the 
recognized autocrat of the Syrian col- 
ony in Fort. Wayne. His countrymen 
turned to him in every emergency for 
advice and assistance and followed his 
direction implicitly in business, in so- 
cial aftiiirs of their circle and in 
politics as well. 
He was the recog- 


nized leader, and Syrian folk followed 
his bidding without question. He set- 
tled disputes, adjudicated differences 
and adjusted quarrels among them, 
and new recruits from the old home 
in the orient were unfailingly the re- 
cipients of his bounty. 


Finally came 
the turning point. 


Bashara's fortune began to dwindle. 
It was said that, much of his financial 
misfortune came from breach of confi- 
dence in those whom he hai trusted. 
Whether this be true or not. Bashara's 
material possessions began to shrink, 
and with it went his power as a lead- 
er. He went out. of business, old ad- 
herents looked to him no longer for 
counsel and. a new leader came into 
power.

Basis of Cromwell's Power*. 


"The basis on which Mr. Cromwell 


was 'exclusively empowered' in this 
contract was that an American Pana- 
ma Canal company with a capitaliza- 
tion o£ $60,000,000 preferred and $45,- 
000,000 common should be organized 
to take over the Panama canal -con- 
cessions and all other 
property be- 


longing to the New French Panama 
Canal company which had bought the 
same from the old De Lesseps com- 
pany. This company was incorporated 
in New Jersey with dummy directors. 
There was also incorporated in New 
Jersey -with dummy directors the Inter- 
Oceanic Canal company. 


"Senator Morgan unearthed a copy 


of the $5,000,000 syndicate agreement 
which provided that the subscribers 
should contract with William Nelson 
Cromwell to pay in $5.1)00,000 in cash 
and to take their several allotments 
In the enterprise. 


Methods of High Finance, 


"Five million 
dollars was 
more 


than ample to buy the majority of the 
old Panama stock. As the World said 
on October 25: 


" 'Mr. Cromwell applied to the canal 


situation the methods of American 
high finance by which a syndicate 
takes over the property of a bankrupt 
concern, then creates a holding com- 
pany and recapitalization, keeping the 
majority control in a syndicate trus- 
teeship.' 


"Following (hat. to quote from Mr. 


Cromwell's testimony, 'in May. 1904, I. 
representing the Now Panama canal, 
and Judges Day and Russell, repre- 
senting Attorney General Knox. con- 
summated the transfer and sale to the 
United States.' Mr. Roosevelt says: 
'The government paid this 540.000,000 


company in its treasury.'

in

ers who sought occasion against the 
presidential candidacy of Mr. Tatt.

five thousand well chosen words are 
devoted., The_ attitude of the great la- 
bor leaders and the organization they!

"on the small man," establishment of 
an inheritance tax on large fortunes. 
This summary of things he 
-would 


have in the behalf of labor he supple- too. Perhaps, 
merits with an Insistent demand that 
congress cease "paltering with the 
question of taking care of the wage- 
workers who, under our present in- 
dustrial system, become killed or 
crippled, or worn out as part of tho 
regular incidents of a given busi- 
ness." The national government, he 
insists, "should legislate in thorough- 
going and far-reaching fashion, not 
only for all employes of tho national 
government, but for all persons en- 
gaged in interstate commerce." Oth- 
er measures for the benefit ot labor, 
presented with much force and urged 
with much insistence, make It clear 
that tho president wants to retire 
from office with his humane Interest 
In and sincere. sympathy with the 
welfare of labor clearly understood 
and unshakably established. 


While dwelling on tho subject of little in this city, 


corporations at 
much length, Mr. 


Roosevelt advances nothing new. He 
does, however, flrmly insist on the 
measures he has heretofore urged 
with so much vigor in several annual 
and special messages. 
Ho repeats 


that the railways engaged In Inter- 
state commerce should be removed 
entirely from the scope of the anti- 
trust law's operation and placed whol- 
ly 
under 
the 
interstate 
com- 


merce commission. 
He would not 


prohibit industrial or other combina- 
tions heedless of variety or character, 
but would expressly permit them, at 
the same time placing them under 
the complete control and supervision 
of some branch of the government. 


The subject of the conservation of' 


the nation's natural resources enlists 
the president's 
most vigorous and 


sympathetic Interest. 
To this sub- 


ject ho devotes a generous share of 
his message and he urges a policy ot 
conservation with a remarkable array 
of argument and with appealing elo- 
quence. 


The army and navy are discussed 


with comparative brevity and some 
radical innovations in the matter of 
promotions are urged. He comes for- 
ward with precise insistence for a 
larger program of naval Increase and 
demands for new battleships. 


Foreign affairs, the Panama canal, 


Cuba and the nation's insular posses- 
sions are discussed perfunctorily. 


The tariff Is not mentioned, as of 


course, Mr. Taft's first important ad- 
ministrative act will be to summon 
congress in extraordinary session to 
revise the tariff, and Mr. Roosevelt 
passes the tariff over to his succes- 
sor for discussion in a special mes- 
sage. 


Altogether, Mr. Roosevelt's last an- 
ual message measures up in most 
espects to his previous annual docu- 
ments, though, to employ a technical 
erm of newspaper shops, he has save 
n one Instance "gutted" all his sub- 
ects in previous regular or special 
messages. His lecture of that portion

TO LAWMAKERS

ment to come to tie relief of the 
money market by purchases or re- 
demptions of United States bonds; by 
increasing deposits in national banks; 
by stimulating additional issues of 
national bank notes, and by facilitat- 
ing importations from abroad of gold. 
Our imperfect currency system has 
made these proceedings necessary, 
azsd they were effective until 
the 


monetary disturbance in the fall of 
1907 immensely increased 
the 
diffi- 


culty of ordinary methods of relief. 
By the middle o£ November the avail- 
able working balance in the treasury 
had been reduced to approximately 
15,000,000. Clearing 
house associa- 


tions throughout tho country had. 
been obliged to resort to the expo-' 
dient of issuing clearing house certifi- 
cates, to be used as money. In this 
emergency it was determined to in- 
vite subscriptions for $50,000,000 Pan- 
ama canal bonds, and ?J.OO,OUU,000 3 
per cent certificates of indebtedness 
authorized 
by the act of June lo, 


1898. 
It was proposed to re-deposit 


in the national banks the proceeds of 
these issues, and to permit their use 
as a basis for additional circulating 
notes of national banks. The moral 
effect of this procedure was so great 
that it was necessary to Issue only 
?24,G31,SSO of the Panama canal bonds 
and $15.'!36,500 of the certificates of 
Indebtedness. 


During the period from July 1, 


1901, to September :•!(), 190S, the bal- 
ance between the net ordinary' re- 
ceipts and the net ordinary expenses 
of the government showed a surplus 
In the four years 1902,"1903, 190C and 
1907, and a deficit in the years 1904, 
3905, 1908 and a fractional part of 
tho fiscal year 1909. The net result 
•was a surplus of ?99,2S3,-113.54. 
The 


financial 
operations of the govern- 


ment during this period, based upon 
these differences 
between receipts 


and expenditures, resulted In a net 
reduction of the interest-bearing debt 
of the United States from $987,141,- 
040 to ?S97,2f)3,990, notwithstanding 
that there 
had been two sales of 


Panama' canal bonds amounting In 
tha aggregate to ?54,631,9SO, and an 
issue of 3 per cent certificates of in- 
debtedness under the act of Juno I,",, 
1898, amounting to $15,436,500. 
Re- 


funding operations of the treasury de- 
partment under the act of March 14. 
1900, 
resulted in the conversion Into 


2 per cent consols of 1930 of $200,- 
309,400 bonds' bearing higher rates of 
Interest. A decrease of $8,687,956 lu 
the annual interest charge resulted 
from these operations. 


In short, during the seven years 


and three months there has been a 
net surplus 
of nearly one hundred 


millions- of receipts over expendi- 
tures, a reduction of the Interest- 
bearing debt by ninety millions, in 
spite of the extraordinary expense of 
the Panama canal, and a saving of 


--nearly nine millions on tho annual in- 


terest charge.. This is.an exceedingly 
•satisfactory 
showing, especially in 


view of the fact that during this per- 
iod the nation has never hesitated to 
undertake any expenditure that it re- 
garded 
as necessary. 
There ' have 


been no new taxes and no increases 
of taxes; on the contrary some taxes 
have been taken off; there has been 
a reduction of taxation.

to see that no injustice is done to the 
railroads. The shareholders, the em- 
ployes and the shippers all have in- 
terests that must be regarded. It is 
to the interest of all of them that no 
swindling stock speculation should be 
allowed, and that there should be no 
improper issuance of securities. The 
guiding intelligences necessary for 
the successful building and successful 
management of railroads should re- 
ceive ample 
remuneration; 
but no 


man should be allowed to make money 
iu connection with railroads out of 
fraudulent 
over-capitalization 
and 


kindred stock-gambling performances; 
there must be no defrauding of in- 
vestors, oppression of the farmers and 
business men who ship freight, or cal- 
lous disregard of the rights and needs 
of the employes. In addition to this 
the interests of the shareholders, of 
the employes and of 
the shippers 


should all be guarded as against one 
another. 
To give any one of them 


undue and improper consideration is 
to do injustice to the others. Rates 
must be made as low as is compatible 
with giving proper returns to all the' 
employes of the railroad, from the 
highest to the lowest, and proper re- 
turns to the shareholders; but they 
must not, for instance, be reduced in 
such fashion as to necessitate a cut 
iu tho wages of the employes or the 
abolition of the proper and legitimate 
profits of honest shareholders. 


Telegraph and telephone companies 


engaged In interstate business should 
be put under tho jurisdiction of the 
Interstate commerce commission. 


It is very earnestly to be wished that 


our people, through their representa- 
tives, should act in this matter. It' is

I- believe that it is worse than folly to 
attempt to prohibit all combinations 
as is done by the Sherman anti-trust 
law, because such a law. can be en- 
forced only imperfectly and unequally, 
and its enforcement works almost as 
much hardship as good.

One of the chief 
features of this control should be se- 
curing entire publicity in all matters 
which the public has a right to know, 
and furthermore, the power, not by 
judicial but by executive action, to 
prevent, or put a stop to every form of 
improper favoritism or other -wrong- 
doing. 


The railways of the country should 


be put completely under tho interstate 
commerce commission and removed 
from tho domain of the anti-trust law. 
Tho power of the commission should 
be made thoroughgoing, so that U 
tould exercise complete supervision I 
And control over the issue of securi- 
ties as well as over the raising and 
lowering of rates. As regards rates, 
at least, this power should be sum- 
mary.

the laboring men of the country by 
the way In which they repudiated the

hatred, have emphasized their sound 
patriotism and Americanism. 
The 


whole country has cause to feel pride, 
la this attitude of sturdy independ- 
ence, in this uncompromising insist- 
ence upon acting simply as good citi- 
zens, as good Americans, without re- 
gard to fancied—and improper—class 
interests. Such an attitude is an ob- 
ject, lesson in good citizenship to the 
entire nation. 


But the extreme reactionaries, the 


persons who blind themselves to the 
wrongs now and the\ committed by 
the courts on laboring men, should 


also think seriously as to 
what such a movement as 
this 
portends.

themselves able and will- 


lug effectively to check the dishonest 
activity of the very rich man who 
works iniquity by 
the mismanage- 


ment of corporations, who have shown 
themselves alert to do justice to the 
wageworker, and sympathetic 
with 


the needs of the mass of our people,- 
so that the dweller in the tenement 
houses, the man who practices a dan- 
gerous trade, the man who is crushed 
by excessive hours of labor, feel that 
their needs are understood by the 
courts—these judges are the real bul- 
wark of the courts; these judges, the 
judges of the stamp of the president- 
elect, who have been fearless in op- 
posing labor when it has gone wrong, 
but fearless also in holding to strict 
account corporations that work in- 
iquity, and far-sighted in seeing that 
the workingman gets his rights, are 
the men of all others to whom u-e 
owe it that the appeal fcr such violent 
and mistaken legislation has fallen on 
deaf ears, that the agitation for its 
passage proved to be without substan- 
tial basis. The courts are jeoparded 
primarily by the action of these fed- 
eral and stale judges who show inabil- 
ity or unwillingness to put a stop to 
the wrongdoing of very rich men un- 
der modern industrial conditions, and 
inability or unwillingness to give re- 
lief to men of small means or wage- 
workers who are crushed down by 
these modern industrial conditions: 
who. in other words, fail to understand 
anil apply the needed remedies for the 
new -wrongs produced by the new and 
highly complex social and Industrial 
civilisation which has grocn Up in tht 
last half century. 
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The rapid changes in our social and 


iadusirial life which have attended 
this rapid growth have made It neces- 
sary that, in applying to concrete

would have been an infringement up- 
on liberty half a century ago may be 
the necessary safeguard of liberty to- 
day. What would ! ave been an injury 
to property then may be necessary to 
the enjoyment of property now. Every 
judicial decision involves two terms— 
one, an interpretation of the law; the 
other, the understanding of the facts 
to which it is to be applied. 
The 


great mass of our judicial officers are, 
I believe, alive to these changes of 
conditions which so materially affect 
the 
performance 
of their 
judicial 


duties. Our judicial system is sound 
an'l effective at core, and it remains, 
and must ever lie maintained, as the 
safeguard of those principles of lib- 
erty and justice which stand at the 
foundation of American institutions; 
for, as Burke finely said, when liberty 
and justice are separated, neither is 
safe. There are, however, some men* 
hers of the judicial body who have 
lagged behind in their understanding 
of these great and vital changes in the 
body politic, whoso minds have never 
been opened to the new applications 
of the old principles made necessary 
by the new conditions. Judges o£ this 
stamp do lasting harm by their deci- 
sions, because they convince poor men 
in need of protection that the courts 
or the land are profoundly Ignorant ol 
and out of sympathy with their needs 
and profoundly indifferent or hostile 
1o any proposed remedy. To such men 
it seems a cruel mockery to have anj 
court 
decide against them on the 


ground that it desires to preserve "lib- 
erty" in a purely technical form, by 
withholding liberty in any real and 
constructive sense. 
It is desirable 


that the legislative body should pos- 
sess, and wherever necessaVy exercise, 
the power to determine whether in a 
given case employers and employes 
a re not in an equal footing, so that the 
necessities of the latter compel them! 
to submit to 
such 
exactions as to 


hours and conditions of labor as un- 
duly to tax their strength; and only 
mischief can 
result when such de- 


termination is upset on the ground 
that there must be no "interference 
with the liberty to contract"—often a 
merely academic, "liberty," the exer- 
cise of which is the negation of real 
liberty.

1 believe that 


some such provisions as those 1 ad- 
vocated a year ago for checking the 
abuse of the issuance of temporary 
injunctions should be adopted. 
In 


substance, provision should be made 
that no injunction or temporary re- 
straining order issued otherwise than 
on notice, except where irreparable 
injury would otherwise result; and in 
such, case a hearing on the merits of 
the order should be had within a 
short fixed period, and, if not then 
continued 
after hearing, it should 


forthwith lapse. Decisions should b« 
rendered Immediately, and the chance 
of delay minimized in every way. 
Moreover. I believe that the proce- 
dure should be sharply denned, and 
the judge required minutely to state 
the particulars both of his action' and 
of his reasons therefor, so that the 
Congress can 
if it desires examine 


and investigate the same.

grown philosophy, which was itself

product of primitive economic 


conditions. Of course a judge's views 
on progressive social philosophy are 
entirely second in importance to his 
possession of a high and fine charac- 
ter; which means the possession of 
such elementary virtues as honesty, 
courage, and fairmindedness. 
The 


•judge who owes his election to pan- 
dering to demagogic sentiments or 
class hatreds and, prejudices, and the; 
judge who owes either his election or 
lis appointment to the money or the 
favor of a great corporation, are alike 
unworthy to sit on the bench, are like 
traitors to the people; and no pro- 
fundity of legal learning, or correct- 
ness of abstract conviction on ques- 
tions of public policy, can serve as an 
offset to such shortcomings. 
But it 


is also true that judges, like execu- 
tives and legislators, should hold 
sound views on the questions of pub- 
lic policy which are of vital interest 
to the people. 


The legislators and executives are 


chosen to represent the people in 
enacting and administering the laws. 
The judges are not chosen to repre- 
sent the people in this sense. Their 
function is to interpret the laws. The 
legislators are responsible for 
the 


laws; the 
judges for the spirit in 


which they interpret and enforce the 
laws. We stand aloof from the reck- 
less agitators who would make the 
judges mere pliant tools of popular 
prejudice and passion; and we stand 
aloof from those equally unwise par- 
tisans of reaction and privilege who 
deny the proposition that, inasmuch 
as judges are chosen to serve the in- 
terests of the 
whole people,

The level of the Sungr/.l river 
in northern Manchuria has been sen- 
sibly lowered during the last fifty 
years, at least partly as the result of 
the indiscriminate cutting of the for- 
ests forming its watershed.

become uncontrollable, and very dan- 
gerous to the dwellers along their 
banks, as a direct result of the de- 
struction of the forests.

Inquiry into the condition of the 


Mississippi and its principal tribu- 
taries reveals very many Instances of 
the utter waste caused by the methods 
which have hitherto obtained for tho 
so-called "improvement" of 
naviga- 


tion. A striking instance Is supplied 
by the "Improvement" of the Ohio, 
which, begun iu 1824, was continued 
under a single plan for half a century. 
In 1875 a new plan was adopted and 
followed for a quarter of a century. 
In 1902 still a different plan.was adopt- 
ed and has since been, pursued at a 
rate which only promises a navigable 
river in from twenty to ono hundred 
years longer. 


Such shortsighted, vacillating and 


futile methods are accompanied by de- 
creasing water-borne commerce and 
increasing traffic congestion on land, 
by increasing floods and by the waeto 
of public money. The remedy lies in 
abandoning the methods which have 
so signally failed and adopting new 
ones in keeping with the needs and de- 
mands of our people.

by great corporations and by Individ- 
uals. 
These practices have enabled 


us to get some ot the evidence indis- 
pensable in order to secure the con- 
viction ot the wealthiest and most for- 
midable criminals with whom the 
government has to deal, both those 
operating in violation of the 
anti- 


trust law and others. The amend- 
ment In question was of benefit to no 
one excepting to these criminals, and 
it seriously hampers the government 
in the detection of crime and the se- 
curing of justice. Moreover, it not 
only affects departments outside of 
the treasury but it tends to hamper 
the secretary of the treasury himself 
in the effort to utilize the employes 
of his department so as to best meei 
the requirements of the public serv- 
ice.

has seriously crippled him.

was established more than forty years 
ago. 
Its purpose is to collect and dif- 


fuse such information "as shall aid 
the people of the United States In the 
establishment and 
maintenance of 


efficient school 
systems 
and other- 


wise promote the cause ot education 
throughout the country." 
This pur- 


pose In no way conflicts -with the edu- 
cational work of the states, but may 
be made of great advantage to the 
states by giving 
them 
the fullest, 


most accurate, and hence the most 
helpful information and suggestion re- 
garding the best educational systems. 
The nation, through its broader field 
ot activities, its wider opportunity for 
obtaining information from all the 
states and from foreign countries, is 
able to do that which not even the 
richest state can do, and with the dis- 
tinct additional advantage that the in- 
formation thus obtained is used for the 
immediate benefit of all our people. 


With the limited means hitherto 


provided, the bureau of education has 
rendered efficient service, but the con- 
gress has 
neglected 
to adequately 


supply the bureau with means to meet 
the educational growth of the coun- 
try. The appropriations for the gen- 
eral work of the bureau, outside edu- 
cation in Alaska, for the year 1909 
are but ?87,500—an amount less than 
they were ten years ago, and some of 
the Important Items in these appro- 
priations are less than they were 
thirty years ago. It is an Inexcusable 
waste of public money to appropriate 
an amount which is BO Inadequate as 
to make It Impossible properly to do 
the work authorized, and it is unfair 
to the great, educational interests of 
the country to deprive them of the 
value ot the results which can be ob- 
tained by proper appropriations.

It is a 
curious and by no means creditable 
fact that thero should be so often a 
failure on the part of the public nnd 
its representatives to understand the 
great need, from the standpoint of the 
service and the nation, of refusing to 
promote respectable, elderly Incompe- 
tents. 
The higher places should be 


given to the most deserving men 
without regard to seniority; at least 
seniority should be treated as only 
one consideration. 
In tlio stress of 


modern Industrial competition no bus! 
noss firm could succeed if those re- 
sponsible for its management wcro 
chosen simply on the ground that they 
wero the oldest people in its employ- 
ment; yet this is the course advocat- 
ed as regards tho army, and required 
by law for all grades except those of 
general officer. 
As a matter of fact, 


all of the best officers in the holiest 
ranks of the army are those who have 
attained their present position wholly 
or in part liy a process cf selection. 


The scopo of retiring boards should 


be extended so that they could con- 
sider general unfttness 
to command 


for any cause, in order to secure a far 
more rigid enforcement than at pres- 
ent in the elimination of officers for 
mental, physical or temperamental 
disabilities. But this plan is recom- 
mended only if the congress -does not 
see fit to provide what in my judg- 
ment is far better; that is, for selec- 
tion in promotion, and for elimination 
for age. Officers who fail to attain a 
certain rank by a certain age should 
be retired—for 
instance, if a man 


shovld not attain field rank by the 
time he is 45 he should of course be 
placed on the rqtired list. General of- 
ficers should be selected as at present, 
and one-third of the other promotions 
should be made by selection, the se- 
lection to be made by the president 
or the secretary of war from a list of 
at least two candidates proposed for 
each vacancy by a board of officers 
from 
the arm of the service 
from 


which the promotion is to be ir.ade. A 
bill is now before the congress having 
for its object to secure the promotion 
of officers to various grades at reason- 
able ages through a process of selec- 
tion, by boards of officers, of the least 
efllcient for retirement 
with a per- 


centage of their pay depending upon 
length of service. 
The bill, although

been extraordinary.and 


they have gained far more experience 
in battle tactics than they would have 
gained If they had stayed in the At- 
lantic waters. The American people 
have cause for profound gratification, 
both in view of the excellent condition 
of the fleet as shown by this cruise, 
and in view of the improvement the 
cruise has worked in this already high 
condition. I do not believe that there 
is any other service in the world in 
which the average of character and effi- 
ciency in the enlisted men is as high 
as is now the case in our own. I be- 
lieve that the same statement can b3 
made as to our officers, taken as » 
whole'; but there must be a reserva- 
tion made in regard to those in the 
highest ranks—as to which I have al- 
ready spoken—and in regard to those 
who have just entered the service; 
because we do not .now get full benefit 
from our excellent naval school at 
Annapolis. It is absurd not to grad- 
uate the midshipmen as ensigns; to 
keep them for two years in such an
